

City Bylaw Covers Campus Parking Violations 



In the midst of an on-cam- 
pus fire alarm at least one car 
has this year been towed away 
from in front of the gates 
leading up to Married Stu- 
dents' residence. There was no 
alternative: the fire trucks were 

there and they were being 
blocked by the vehicle. Fortu- 
nately the alarm turned out to 
be a false alarm. 

The problem of vehicles 
parked in fire routes has been a 
battle lasting years at Lauren- 
tian, a game of cat and mouse 
between parking offenders and 
university security. Tickets are 
routinely torn up by offenders 
and just as routinely replaced. 
But the problem remains. The 
vehicles are blocking fire routes 
and are a severe hazard. This 
year the problem will be met 
with the use of a new tool in the 
university security's arsenal. 



The weapon is no new 
firearm; rather, it is a City of 

Sudbury by-law dealing with the 
blockage of fire routes. After 
the proposal was passed by the 
Board of Govenors, it was 
brought before the City of 
Sudbury and passed as By-law 
81-153, to amend By-law 80-8. 
The new by-law has been in 
effect since September 8th, and 
means that offenders could find 
themselves in court. 

University security officers 
will have three options when 
they find a vehicle parked in a 
fire route. First, the officer 
may simply simply issue a 
standard university parking ti- 
cket. Unfortunately, this is the 
ticket that students (and others) 
have been gleefully tearing up 
and forgetting. It is because of 
the failure of this first option in 
the past in producing results, 



that options two and three are 
now available. 

Rather than the university 
ticket, security officers may 
place the by-law ticket on the 
offending vehicle. The ticket, 
which the by-law states may be 
"not less than five dollars and 
not more than fifty", will be 
payable at the treasury office. 
At the end of each month, the 
Treasury will give to the City a 
statement of the tickets handed 
out and the monies collected. 
Those tickets still outstanding 
will result in a summons and an 
appearance in court for the 
offender. If the person fails to 
appear in court, he will be 
deemed to be guihy of the 
offence and will be fined. 

The third option open to 
security is that of simply having 
the vehicles towed away. It will 
cost money to get them back. 



"It's a judgement call." 
Norm Raiche, h^ of Security 

commented, "but if it's in the 
the silent hours'[late nighl and 
eariy morning] there's not much 
that can be done." In other 
words, the vehicle will be 
removed at the owner's cost. 

The major problem area is 
the fire route - clearly marked, 
Raiche notes - behind Married 
Students'. Last year a large set 
of gates was placed across the 
road. This gate is locked at 
about 7:00 pm and opened 
between 6:00 and 6:30 am each 
morning. Anyone needing ve- 
hicle access at a time when when 
the gates are locked need only 
contact security. This should 
not, according to Raiche, in- 
clude returning from grocery 
shopping. 

The gate, Raiche notes, does 
not present a hazard by prevent- 



ing fire department vehicles 
from reaching the upper resi- 
dences because there is an 
arrangement with the fire de- 
partment by which that depart- 
ment simply uses bolt cutters 
to open the gate, should it be 
found to be locked. 

The new tickets will cover 
the roadway from Married 
Students* to the main campus 
road on to which it feeds. It 
will also cover all loading areas, 
all other fire routes such as 
those behind the Fraser building 
and what have been used 
primarily as footpaths in front 
of the Arts building. The rest of 
the campus wi!i be policed as 
before, by the security officers 
of the Laurentian force. The 
new tickets, however, will be 
turned over to the By-law

For the first time in several 
years, on-campus housing is 
filled right up. This turn of 
events caught everyone by sur- 
prise» students and administra- 
tion alike. 

The official projections for 
enrollment were several percent- 
age points below the actual 
enrollment figures from this 
year's registration- The total 
predicted enrollment for under- 
graduates was 2068» while the 
actual Hgure turned out to be 
some 272 higher, at 2340. 

The most noticeable effect 
this enrollment increase had was 
on the housing situation. Last 
year there were some 100 
(approximate figure) Cambrian 
students housed in Laurentian's 
residences- On inpofthatj there 
were two floors that were 
unoccupied. No one who wan- 
ted a room in residence had any 
ence had any trouble getting 
one. Upper year students, used 
to this, apparently expected the 
trend to continue. So did the 
administration. For some time 
it looked as if the usual would in 
fact continue. By August 1, 
including applications from Ca- 
mbrian students, there were 
some 149 empty beds in resid- 
ence. 

The mail strike, of course, 
had some effect on the situa- 
tion. Many were unable to mail 
in the caution fee required in 
order to have a room held for 
them. To counter this situation, 
Romeo Sertoli, Director of 
Services, said that a massive 
telephone contact program was 
put in effect. For those con- 
tacted, the option of putting the 
caution fee in the hands of the 
banks was offered. The Royal 
Bank on campus was receiving 
from other branches the caution 
fees that students placed in 
those branches. The program 
met with limited success. 

Considerins that teleohone 



contact would be made only 
during business hours, hours 
when the students themselves 
would be out working, the 
effect of the the telephone 
contact program was limited. In 
the end, not enough students 
were contacted. By August 
20th, every bed was filled up, 
including some fifty allowed to 
the Cambrian students. 

The shortage of housing was 
aggravated when students began 
to arrive expecting, as in the 
past, to have a room availabble 
to them, and finding an extre- 
mely tight housing situation in 
the city of Sudbury as well. 
Places were simply unavailable. 



The Real Story... 



The OSAP office, which 
handles off-campus housing 
was Hooded with students un- 
able to find a place to stay. A 
radio advertisement program, 
asking landlords of the city to 
inform Laurentian of available 
spaces was instituted. Accord- 
ing to Denis Lauzon of the 
OSAP office, the program was 
a success. Numerous listings 
were phoned in to the office and 
students were there to take 
advantage of the listings. 

The OSAP office provides 
only the listing, however, and 
does not attempt to actually 
place the students. This is left to 

the students themselves. The 



office also does not keep 
records of how many are 
actually placed, but while there 
are still students' looking for 
housing, most have at least 
found a temporary space. 

An indication of how tight 
the problem was is revealed in 
the surprising lack of cancel- 
lations for residence accom- 
modation. In the past there 
have been many students who 
have left residence in order to 
live downtown. This has not 
happened this year. 

When asked, in view of the 
increased enrollment, the tight 
housing situation and the lack 
of accommodations available in 
the city, whether or not new 




residences would be considered, 
Romeo Bertoti said that he 
would definitely not reccom- 
mend new residences. First, he 

said, the costs would, be jsrohib- 
itive; the present residences are 

on a fifty year mortgage 

program, with some 38 years 

still to go. These mortgages are 
at interest rates that were in 

effect some twelve years ago. 
The interest rates today make 
the cost of new residences all 
but prohibitive. Addhionally, 
Laurentian already provides 
accommodation for almost fifty 
per cent of its siudcnt pop- 
ulation (full time). Of these, 
many are from the Sudbury 
Sudbury area. They find it more 
convenient to live on campus. 

Bertoli remarked that if the 
housing crush continued in the 
coming years, giving first call 
.to out of town students was one 
avenue that would be explored. 
Also, the timing of when to 
allow residence accommodation 
to go to Cambrian students 
would have to be re-examined. 
Bertoli remarked that it wrs not 
realistic to leave beds open 
right up to registration in hope 

that students would fill them up 
then. The risk of leaving too 
many spaces unused, the mone- 
tary cost, is loo great. 

As it stands, there are some 
100 or more Laurentian stud- 
ents in residen rcsiden residence 
that were not there last year. 
The Cambrian contingent has 
been reduced to half; no beds 
arc empty. The only thing that 
remains is to determine whether 
or not the Cambrian students 
on campus will suffer for a 
situation that was their making. 
Bertoli considered the prospect 
unlikely claiming that for those 
in the residences, the attitude 
seemed to be that if if you're in, 
that's that. No incidences, 
Sertoli said, had been reported 
to him. n 
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All About The Beasts In Piccadilly Circus

CCR is belting out Bad 
Moon Rising, Dr. Pepper is 
pacing his room, and a resident 
of a fictional English hamlet, 
East Proctor, is nervously war- 
ning against werewolves. As a 
matter of fact, he is telling a 
concerned doctor that one of 
the doctor's patients is about lo 
become a ferocious, man-eating 
beast. That very night, in the 
full moon. The beast — none 
other than Dr- Pepper himself. 
Of course, nowhere in the 
film is there a Dr. Pepper 
commercial (at least none that I

Pepper pluggCT of the past few 
years, David Naughlon, is the 
star of one of the slickest and 
most interesting werewolf Tilms 
of Ihc pabt several years- 
Conceived and made fact, 
some twelve years after the 
initial inspiration, Animal 
House director John Landis has 
finally brought to the screen a 
really horrible werewolf. This is 
not the semi-mystical beast of 
Wol fen. It is not Michael 
I.andun in his makeup from I 
Wiis a Teenage Werewolf, 
Instead, American Werewolf 
bounces from comedy lo seri- 
ousness lo satire to violence and 
pathos. And il does so most of 
the time successfully.

American Werewolf how- 
ever, brings to mind something 
that had been rallling there for 
some years, ever since (1 ihink) 
the release of the film The 
Kxoreist, With special effects 
becoming an exploding field, an 
apparently ilUmUable field, au- 
diences are having to face up to 
.sotnething tliai they never had 
U) do before. They are having to 
look al something on screen 
thai is so convincing thai in 



order lo last out the film, they 
must consciously remind them- 
selves that what they are seeing 
is in fact special effects. This 
never happened when someone 
in a rubber suit was stomping 
on Tokyo, 

In the past, when special 
effects were simply unconvinc- 
ing because it could be seen to 
be fake, the audience could 
allow itself the luxury of 
indulging in the willing sus- 
pension of disbelief. And as for 
simple violence, this was ac- 
cepted without question because 
il could be seen to be real any 
day on the six oV!,nrl: newr. 

Unfortunately, some modern 
movies arc showcasing special 
effects that are becoming so 
realistic that ihc audience has to 
remind ilsclf thai il is indeed 
fake. In American Werewolf, 
nervous giggles were sprouting 
like toadstools from all over the 
theatre. 

There is almost no time lapse 
photography in Naughton's be- 
astly transformation. His bone 
structure is seen to be violently 
and horribly twisted out of 

shape, back hones writhing, 
seemingly attempting to escape 
the confines of the skin. His 
hands and feet begin to stretch 
and twist in what would cer- 
tainly be an excruciatingly 
painful process- It comes to a 
head in the sequence where his 
face contorts maddeningly, jaw 
jutting, teeth gnashing, into the 
visage of some hideous crea- 
ture. All on camera, all without 
any (noticeable) time lapse se- 
quences. All to the shock of the 

audience, AU lo the very 

convincing screams of primal 
agony from Naughton himself. 
Werewolves are not real (he 
says confidently) and as a result 



films about them are relegated 
lo the fantasy category- For 
most critics this translates to 
categorically no good. Ameri- 
can Werewolf, however, is a 
well made film. It has clear and 
clean photography, good sound 
and snappy editing, with several 
surprises that make the film a 

success. 

Consider the dream sequen- 
ces, Landis treales the dream 
sequences without the usual 
fuzzed images, the eerie sounds, 
the camera distortions that are 

often pointed reminders that the 
dreams are not realhy. The 
audience is quite romfortahle 
whh il all. In American Were- 
wolf, the dream sequences fold 
into normal time with absolute- 
ly no seams. Often you are not 
quite sure which is dream and 

which is not. 

Then there is Jack (Griffin 



Dunne). Jack was Naughton's 
friend, who bit the dust early on 
but who appears throughout the 
film and holds conversations 
with David, the about-lo-be 
werewolf. His first appearance 
follows hard on the heels of the 
major dream episode. You 
assume that he is not for real. 
But he reappears. Indeed, after 
one appearance, the love inter- 
est in the film says that she 
heard **voices". Plural. Jack 
continues to appear, generally 
urging David on to suicide, but 
speaking to him as he had been 
in life, as David^s friend. 

The only quibble that I 
have with the film is the scene in 
Piccadilly. It is a scene of 
carnage, precipitated by the 
appearance of the werewolf, but 
quite a bit too gratuhously 
bloody lo be anything other 
than directorial comment on 



violence in films. The audience 
has managed to accustom itself 
to the carnage of the werewolf, 
but here becomes sickened by 
the crushed bodies, the faces 

smashed through car windows 
and whatever else in the way of 
bone — shattering fun Landis 
was having with the scene. It is 
well done, but seems somewhat 
out of place. 

American Werewolf is not a 
message film; it is enter- 
tainment, and need not apolo- 
gize for being entertainment. A 
message film can be a bomb, 
quite often is, and the message 
can do nothing to save it. 

American Wcrcwuil ib not a 

bomb and needs no incidental 
messages lo improve its value. It 
is well acted, filmed and edited, 
and an entertaining movie. It is 

bloody, but it is also fun. D

Anderson, certifiable factotum 
and the essence of Jethro Tull, 
released under that band's 
guise, his and its seventeenth 
album. 

Its title is simple: A. With 
the exception of long lime Tull 
guitarist Martin Barre, Ander- 
son has called upon fresher 
talent to replace the other 
members. Ex-Fairport Conven- 
tion bassist Dave Pegg fills the 
vacancy left following the death 
of the band's former bassist 
JohnGlascook midway through 

the previous album, Storm- 

walch, Mark Craney replaces 
Barriemore Barlow on percus- 
sion and Eddie Jobson of U.K. 
and other enterprises appears as

special guest on keyboards and 
electric violin. 

This apparently formidable 
lineup seemed to promise inter- 
esting music but unfortunately 
it did not , The music was 
written while on the road and in 
the studio with some pieces 
dating back a few years. It is 
obvious that life has caught up 
with Anderson, who writes all 
of Jethro TulPs material, as few 
of the songs reflect any of the 
exuberance of previous efforts, 
and most sound as if they have 
been thrashed out during bouts 

of fatigue. 

The interesting material is, 

for the most part, on the first 
side of the album. Crossfire, 
undoubtedly written while on 
tour, reveals Anderson's Im- 
pression concerning the events 
on Princess Gate Avenue, some 
Iranian dissidents and the Brit- 
ish SAS: 

I've been waiting for our friends 

to come 

Like spiders down ropes to 

free-fall 

A thirty round clip for a visiting 

card — admit one to the embassy 

ban 

Working John, Working Joe 

the best track on the album, 
epitomizes Anderson's ability to 
wrue intelligent music from the 



perspective of the common 
man. The last song on side one, 
Black Sunday, is the musical 
achievement of the album. 
Jobson plays keyboards in a 
manner new to Jethro Tull and 
that in this particular piece 
justifies his being in the band. 
He provides an interesting 
contrast to Barre's distinct style 
and guitar patterns. 

Side two is dull and un- 
inspired — very possibly the 
result of songs being thrown 
together in the studio. Jobson's 
influence is most readily dis- 
cernable here but, unfortunate- 
ly, it is incompatible with 
Anderson's roguish style. It is 
sad that Anderson and co- 
producer Robin Black did not 

recognize this. Only one track 
on this side deserves any notice: 

And Further On — probably an 
older piece revived for this 
album. 

Fortunately, Jethro Tull fans 
need not brood in idle despair 
over the failure of A, as Ian 
Anderson is said to be doing a 
solo accoustical guitar album. A 
wiser investment than A would 
be all things refined: Galliards 
and lute songs served in chilling 
ale — Ian Anderson in the 
album and song Songs From the 
Wood. D

In ihe first issue of Lambda there was an 
advertisemenr which announced the formation of 
VOILA, a proposed bilingual student writing 
journal. It would be put together by students, 
written by students, and hopefully read by 
everyone. At the first organizational meeting only 
one siudeni showed up. 

This does not surprise me. In my association 
with the newspaper over the past few years I have 
learned just how difficult it is to gel anyone to do 
anything at all. The people who run 
Lambda year after year are not, by and 

large, strangers - they are friends dragged into the 
office by those already on staff. In their turn they 
too try to encourage new people to help out and at 
last end up dragging in their own friends. This is a 
very unsatisfactory system because it all too often 
fails to bring enough people. There are only so 
many favours your friends will admit to owing 
you. 

For the birth of a new journal, a brand new 
publication, the problem is that, to begin with, 
there is not anyone there who can drag in their 
friends. So where does the staff come from? From 
the student body at large. Unfortunately. 

The student body as a whole is ( understand- 
ably) concerned with getting in and getting out of 
the university system, with getting the paper 
qualifications that will hopefully lead them to a 
profitable lifetime career. Students just don't care 
about much else. Most of them. 

i am given to understand that in the near future 

an underground paper will spring up from the 

otherwise inarticulate depths of university life. 

Great! More power to it. It shows that there is at 
least one group of people that for one reason or 

other have a common interest in doing something 
in the print media. 

These people, however, will not be 

strangers to each other. They were a group prior to 
the inception of the underground publication and 
will likely remain a group whether the publication 
sinks or swims. It could conceivably live and die 
with a single issue. It could flourish for years. 



They will find, however, thai if the 
publication lives, a continuation of staff will be 
one of iheir major problems in the years ahead. 

But what docs something such as the proposed 
journal VOILA do for staff? There is no 
origina.ing, cohesive group. At present there is 
one faculty co-ordinator and one willing (and now 
appointed editor) student. 

The only place that the staff for such a journal 
could come from is you - the studcni body. And 
don't tell me that nobody out there writes because 
I know different. Two years ago I tried to 
formulate a magazine type publication within the 
confines of the newspaper, to get poetry and 
fiction, to get reviews and comment on matters 
literary or philosophical, and to prim ii as a 
separate entity within the paper. That enterprise 
lasted for two issues, and only because I largely 
wrote the thing myself, and with the help of one or 
two friends managed to put it together. In other 
words, the publication died quietly and no one 
aiiendcd its funeral. 

I did find out, however, that there were people 
who were closet poets and fiction writers. They 
were "out there," but they steadfastly chose to 
remain "out there". They were afraid to show 
their work. And not all these people were English 
majors (or French majors, though, as I am not 
fluently bilingual, I was largely unable lo 
penetrate the French half of the university), but 
biologists or business students who were leery of 
letting on that they persued any activity that was 
not related to the perceived altitudes of the science 
and business worlds. The reason for this is simple: 
the separate disciplines are.increasinglyconsidered 
to be incompatible with each other; there is 
absolutely no good reason, a Commerce student 
will say — and he will believe it — that he should 
study English or Philosophy or French. 

He will say it, believe it> and be absolutely 
wrong. Yet ihis same person will sit in front of a 
television for hours doing something that is 
accepted by his peers, something considered 
normal: he will vegetate in front of the boob tube 
and have his mind progressively numbed. The 
possibility that the medium of television might be 



used in a briUianily educative and iofomuuive 
fashion, the belief that television is a good thing, is 
simply destroyed by the regular line-up on prime 
time television. I challenge anyone out there to 
convince me thai Enot, that Charlie's Angds, has 
ai>y positive value whatsoever. 

Yet the written word is despised, considered 
almost inessential by far too many people. 
Literature is something an engineer, a commerce 
student, a phys.ed. student, almost actively hate. 
They arc afraid of it often because they consider 
themselves incapable of succeeding in a field that 
is, in any case, inessential. These people worry 
about failing English 1500, for crying out loud. 
English 1500 is remedial grammar for functional 
illiterates. Peer pressure: if you are a commerce, 
science, phys.ed., or nursing, student, literature is 
considered to be inferior. 

Literature is not inferior. Nor is history or 
philosophy or anthropology or mythology. They 
arc viral as[>«rc!s -jf our present as wcl! as our pas; 
civilization. And so are engineering and computer 
science and mathematics and commerce. They are 
all parts of an inicrgraied whole. Our civilization 
is a gesialt of thought and action. No one such 
aspect of our society can be removed without our 
society becoming the poorer for it. 

It is the most tragic failure of our educational 
system that the fragmentation of disciplines is 
allowed to continue. The maxim thai those who do 
not know the history of man will be forever 
condemned to repeat the failures of the past is not 
simply some winy remark. It is a statement 
resonant with implications and, 1 think, with fear. 
The failure of literature in our society could 
have many and drastic cnnscqucnces. The 
language allows people lo express thought in a 
form intelligible to others. It is a necessary and 
powerful instrument. And if anyone out there 
believes that language is nothing in particular, I 
reccomcnd a short reading exercise: consider the 
problem of the narrator in Ayn Rand's Anthem; 
he lives in a society in which there is no linguistic 
designation for the single man - there is no I. 
Think what that might mean. 

1 imagine that this commentary seems lo many 
of you to be a far cry from the topic of the 
proposed journal VOILA, but it is really not. 
There arc some 2,346 full-lime undergraduates at 
Laurentian this year. If from this pool of people 
not enough are interested in one small literary 

journal to write and produce it, then lurely the 
quality of students and the education they receive 
at this institution is sadly below par. Perhaps the 
fragmentation of disciplines has gone too far at 
Laurentian to salvage. If such is the case, the 
signs that such is the case will be in the failure of 
VOILA - and of similar enterprises. A symptom; 
one more symptom. D 
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Dear Sir: 

I am writing to clarify the 
position of the University with 
respect to the loss incurred on 
the operation of the Pub. First I 
would like to correct any 
inference that may have been 
made from Mr. Scott's letter in 
ihe September 22, 1981 issue of 
LAMBDA, concerning the lack 
of access to information. I have 

indicated to Mr. Scott ihat all 
University records and doc- 
uments relating to the operation 
of the Pub are available for his 
examination. There certainly 
has been no attempt to withhold 
such information. Secondly it is 
important to recognize that 
approximately 17,000 of the 
loss is represented by the cost of 
renovations carried out in the 
Pub during the year. Under 
normal accounting procedures 
this amount would normally be 
depreciated or amortized over a 
number of years. However, 
Laurentian University and other 
Universities do not follow the 
practice of providing for depre- 
ciation but expense all capital 



expenditures in the year incur- 
red. 

With respect lo the reason 
for the remaining loss; it is clear 
that prices were too low to 
recover the costs of operation. 
Prices should have been increa- 
ed during the year, however due 
to an undetected computer 
programming error, de- 
cisions were based on incorrect 
data. Retail sales tax which is 
collected on all sales and 
remitted to the Provincial Trea- 
surer was incorrectly included 
with the Pub revenue on the 
monthly statements, with the 

result that monthly profit fig- 
ures were incorrect. 

The Director of services 
together with representatives of 
the S.G.A. are cooperating to 
ensure thai expenditures of ihe 
Pub are reduced wherever pos- 
sible in order that future price 
increases may be kept to a 
minimum.
